The tabloid story of Hon. Charles 
A. Dunning is: Fifteem years ago, 
farmer’s boy at Yorkton at $10 a 
month; homesteader; hard-time 
furtaer on 13-cent wheat; radical to- 
eal politician and enthusiastic co- 
operator; manager of the Saskatche- 
wan Co-operative Elevator Co.; Pro- 
vincial Treasurer, and now one of 
three men in the Dominion of Can- 
ada entrusted with*the enormous re- 
sponsibility of regulating the nation- 
al supply and distribution of food. 

He was born in Leicester, England, 
the son of a tenant farmer, and came 
to Canada at the age of seventeen. 
He is.a.product of the Weatern Grain 
Growers’ movement and will be the 
frst to acknowledge the fact. It was 
the rapidly developing organization 
of the Grain Growers that took him 
off an obscure farm, north of York- 
| ties and gave him his chance to do 


bigger things, He has done as much 
already for the country of his adop- 
tion as most of ou: natives do in 
three score years and ten. He has 
that rare virtue which the great war 
has perbaps made a little less rare, 
public spirit. The ficld of his activity 
is not bounded by the horizon of his 
own needs. 

| It was at Bearerdale, Saskatche- 





wan, twenty-five miles from the ,ail- 
way, that he built his homestead, 
His advent into the country colncic- 
ed with the establishmest by W. R. 
Motherwell and other ploncer grain 
growers at Indian Head of their first 
association. His own English home 
is a great centre of the co-operative 
movement, and Dunning understood 
the possibilities of the Grain Grow- 
ers’ Association. Soon there was a 
branch at Beaverdale which became 
the soclal and political centre of the 
settlement. Soon the young farmer 
was debating in the Beaverdale schoo! 
house, and one time he had Walter’ 
Scott, M.P., afterwards the Premier 
of Saskatchewan, for his opponent 
These days were the “seed of all hit 
after good.” Dunning, became ont 
of the most effective speakers of the 
nefghborhood, and was sent to repre 
sent the Beaverdale branch at the 
Grain Growers’ convention at Prince 
Albert, The expense account allowed 
him was $17.60, which he made suf 
fice by sleepiug in the cellar of a8 
hotel. At the convention he made 3 
speech on hall insurance which solv 
ed a dificult problem of the farmen 
of his province.

Third Largest Dam In the World Is 
{In Quebec, 

The most important water conser- 
vation work thus far undertaken in 
Canada is that undertaken by the 
Quebec Government and now nearing 
completion at La Loutre on the St. 
Maurice river. It will store up the 
waters of the St, Maurice for the 
hevefit of its many water powers and 
will double the low-water flow, 

This work had-been projected for 
many years as the regulation of tne 
river {s of the greatest value to the 
Important devdloped water powers at 
La Tuque, Grand Mere and Shawini- 
gan Falls, but no construction work 
was undertaken, After fuJl investi- 














engineering and {Inancial view-point, 
the Quebec Streams Commission let 
the contract for construction in the 
summer of 1915, 

The work bas progressed steadily 
since in spite of the great difficulties 
{n transportation. in now 80 per 
cent completed and” will cost about 
$1,500,000. When finished, it will 
create a reservoir of 160,000 million 
cuble feet, forming the third largeat 
artificial reservoir in the world, be- 
Ing exceeded only by the Assuan re- 
servoir on the Nile and the Gatun 
lake on the Panama canal. From the 
Owners of the power rites already de- 
veloped, the commiasion will receive 





"Between the reservoir and tha 
mouth of the St. Maurice there are 
17 power sites with beads of from 
10 feet to 150 -feet. The aggregate 
descent at these nites totals 800 feet, 
but the dams erected in developing 
the varloua sites will increase this 
total bead to 900 sect. Under present 
conditions, these sites bave a total 
capacity of approximately 350,000 
theoretical h.p., buf it Is estimated | 
that some 900.000 b.p. will be avail- 
able when the tlow is regulated from 
the reservolr.. At Shawinigan, Grand j 
Mere and La Tuque alone, the three 
sites at present utilized on tho St. 
Maurice, the potentiality will be rais- 
ed from an aggregate of some 190,000 
theoretical b.p. to over 400,000 b.p,

Sawing Ships In Half, 

The Great Lakes have contributed 
Mberally of their vast tonnage to re- 
place the ravagea of the German suh- 
maripes. Through the entire autunin 
the coming of heavy ico and the clos- 
ing of navigation upon ‘our {inland 
#€a8 was forecast by a steady pro- 
cession of their craft down the River 
St. Lawrence. Nor was that ms easy 
as it reads, for the paseageways from 
the four upper ‘Iakes —- upon which 
the greatest traffie ridés—to the blue 
Waters of the galt seas is barred vy 
great natural impediments. But long 
years ago the Canadians pass¢d them 
by means of canals. And the deter- 
mining factor in navigation from 
Lake Erie to the sea has been tho 
chambers of the canal locks, about 
250 feet in length, 45 feet in width, 
and 14 fcet-in depth. Long ago the 
lake craft that conformed to these dl- 
mensions were found by searching 
eyes and taken out to the Atlantic, 
and other craft were built’ at the 
abundant and efficient steel and wood- 
en shipyards along tho upper laker. 
And between fiftecn and twenty mod- 
ern steel vessels, averaging from 350 
fo 385 feet In length—almost the 
extreme for a eargo-vessel of less 
than 45 - fet beams—were” taken 
through the Welland canal and the 
canals of the upper St. Lawrence this 
just autemn.

The vessels 
were sawed in half. Gangs of inen 
in the dry docks.of Cleveland and 
Baffslo, equipped with acetylene 
torcbes, did the job in‘s time to be 
measured ‘in hours rather-than to 
days.

This is made plain in the course of 
a series of articles in the New York 
Sun by Lient.-Borts Shumansky, who 
was ono of the officers who believed 
in bim, fought for him, and as fim 
ally obliged to admit that Kerensky 
was absolutely wrong in his diagnosis 
of the: Russian situation, Kerensky 
thought that the Russian army was 
loyal to the revalution, and when be 
thought of the revolution he thought 
of his own revolution. He believed 
that the agitation of the Bolsheviki 
{n Petrograd was a mere ripple on the 
surface of Russian feeling. When the 
disorders became so serious that be 
had to See for his life, he clung to 
the notion that the armies at the 
front were absolutely devoted to the 
Ideals he’ represented, and that he 
had only to'call upon them and they 
would destroy the Trotzky and Le- 
nine gang. He found to his cost that 
the armies at the front were even 
more anxious than the Socialists {n 
Petrozrad to make a .e 

Kerengky anveared to have Russia 
behind him when he led the revolu- 
tion that overthrew the Crar, and as 
long as he was content to do nothing 
but munce the former regime he 
found nlenty to applaud and support 
him.” When, however, sobered by re- 
sponsibility, he announced that what- 
ever was to be tho ‘fate of Russia 
the immediate duty was to 
the ‘he alienated a great 
number who had helped ‘on the revé- 
lution. Hina quarre's with responsible 
generals like Brusiloff and Kornfloff, 
antagonized that section of the Rus- 
sian army that wanted the wer to be 
foueht ont, Lieut... Shumaneky be- 
Veves that Kerensky made bis fatal 
error when he soemed'to desert Kore 
niloff, or failed to support the “ren- 
eral when he had planned to strike a 
powerful blow at the forces of Prus- 
sianigm and anarchy that were at 
work in Petrograd., is betrayal 
cost Kerensky the support of Cosssck 
troops at a time when they might 
have extirpated the Bolshevik!. Ker- 
ensky was onnosed to shedding the 
blood ef Russians until {ft was too 
late.

When the Rolahevtki rose aralnst 
him and the Red Guards se'zed the 
elty, Keranskv fled to Getchina. He 
was diszuised as a gallor, and, al- 
though the train on which he travel- 
Jed was stopned and searched more 
than once, be was not discovered, 
which is another jilustration of the 
fact that a man may be known by 
aight by evertbody in one Russ'an 
e'tv and absolutely unknown to asify- 
body ffty miles away. In Gatchina 
there was a garrison of 6.000 gnt. 
Dlarz devoted ‘to his revolution. He 
thoueht that ifthe reached there, nut 
himeelf at the head of the-gerriaon 
and communicated with some’of the 
troops at the front. he could ralsa a 
force that would rid Petrnerad of the 
Bolesheviki and re-establ'sh his own 
Government.

When the reeiments came back, 
according to orders, it was found 
that the Cossacks among them had 
Uttle heart for fighting’ in behalf of 
Kerensky after the Korniloff ep'xode, 
This seriously reduced the forces at 
his disposal; but with a few thov- 
sand men he set out for Petrograd. 
In the meant'me, In order to encour- 
age his friends at the capital, he had 
caused: aeroplanes to drop messages 
on the town announcing its imminent 
deliverance. The Bolsher'ki knew 
therefore what to expect. They tore 


up the railway line on which he az-| is 


pected to advance, and, outnumbering 
his forces by terito one, planted ar- 
tillery and troops at points he had 
to pass. When it became apparent 
to Kerensky that he had no chance 
of taking Petrograd with h's puny 
forces he made no serious effort to 
advance, and once more escaped from 
the ands of the Bolsheviki: The 
revolution was at an end. More than 
that, bis heart was broken.

About a year ago the Maine auth- 
orlties, thinking that It was about 
time for a change {n the state of af- 
fairs at Lovd’s Islind, requested tho 
people to elther incorporate. their is- 
land as a plentation or annex ft to 
some town, The islan refused to 
do eitber. As the consfitution of the 
state did not empower the offic'als 
with the authority to force the island- 
ers to comply with their request, the 
only thing for them to do was to ac- 
cept the decigion of the fishermen and 
content themselves by finding a pos- 
sible way by which to assess the real 
estate on the Iistand for a-state tax. 
The peaple of the isjJand intend to 
fight to the bitter end against even 
this change In the present “highly 
sat'rfactory” conditions. 

Whtn the United States declared 
war against Germany the inbabitants 
of Loud’s Isjand did not worry very 
much, They had kept out of the Civil 
War and would do-trewise in this 
conflict. Congress ‘passed ‘the draft 
law, and st!!! Loud’s Island‘ remained 
“neutral.” When the draft machinery 
began to operate, the young men of 
the island were “requested” to regis- 
ter, As the penple were beginning to 
condemn the Kalser for his inhuman 
practices, they decided to accept’ Um 
cle Sam's “Invitation” and help. bim 
crush German militarism. _Loud’'s 
nine men of the draft age registered, 
mt thus the island became one efthe 
allies, 





How Laplanders Bathe. 

In the’ Wide World Magazino 
Frank Hedges Butler describes a 
vapor bath in the Land of the Laps. 
He says: 

“The bath house fs a small wood- 
en structure, generally situated some 
way from the dwell'ng house. It is 
divided into two compartments, ono 
in which to undress, while the other 
contains the oven which produces the 
steam, The oven is arched with large 
stones or pebbles and heated by a 
fire placed beneath’ © Undressing’ in 
the first room, one enters the heated 
compartment, After a short rest on 
a@-mooden form or bench, which con- 
talns a place for the head, the atten- 
dants come in and bathe you. Cold 
water is thrown ovér the red hot 
stones and the hissing vapor soon 
sends up a cloud of steam. . 

“The higher you sit from the floo 
the greater the heat. As more water 
{s thrown over the red hot stones tho 
vapor becomes so intense that ono 
can hardly breathe: We were soon 
gasping for breath and covered with 
a profuse perspiration which issued 
from every pore of the skjn.~ 

“Hanging up lu the room were ten- 
der branchés or twigs in a green 
state and retaining their leaves. Dip- 
ping these Jn water the attendant be- 
gan lashing and whipping me across 
the legs, shoulders, loins and back, 
till my body seemed: quite red with 
the switching, The bastinadoing 
over, I was then washed with a soft 
flannel covered with soap, after 
which a jug of the coldest water was 
thrown over my head and body.”

that imperial tr'p to the Holy Land 
in which §* is sald that the German 
thoroughness and 
shown by the perfection of the ar- 
Tangements and by the manner in 
which the time-table was kept. All 
theso tributes to that perfection of 
arrangements are well deserved, but 
the Germans had nothing to do with 
it, as the whole bueiness, including 
the providing of monev and the cater- 
ing and transport, was in the hands 
of Messrs."Thomas Cook & Son, of 
Ludgate Circus, ant {t would be {m- 
possible to imagine a more British 
institution than that. 

“It was only by chance that I saw 
this famous entry, for though I had 
gone out on purpose to witness and to 
describe it, the Turks, who do not 
appreciate the press, bad tried to 
keep the special correspondents at « 
distance. They assured us that the 
Kalser had expressed the wish that 
we should not get within twenty-four 
hours of him—either fn advance or 
following behind. 
Kaiser better than that, as ho liked 
to travel ‘with a full band’ as the 
phraso goes, One of our 
late Melton Prior, had a 
introduction from 
Wakes, afterward King Edward VIL, 
and so obta'ned an interview when 
the Kafsér announced that he wished

“What struck me about the Kalser 
in Jerusalem more than anything else 
visiting was his complete Jack of a sonse of 
humor—a lack so complete as to be 
hardly Consistent with entire sanity. 
The entry ceremony which I. have 
mentioned showed the truth of the 
saying that there is but one step be- 
tween the sublime and tho ridiculous, 
For {t was really ludicrous beyond de- 
scription, and so were some of his 
performances in that city.

Fruit pickers ure to be guaranteed 
$1 a day rain or shine. When on 
piece work two cents per box is to be 
paid for picking strawberries, three 
cents for raspberries, two cents for 
blackberries or small gooseberrics, 
be- twenty. cents for elcven-quart bas- 
kets of cherries, forty cents for black 
currants and twenty cents for red 
currants, If the picking is poor and} 
the majority of the pickers do not| 
average fifteen cents an hour, the 
pickers are to be put on time at that 
rate. When picking pears, plums, 
upples or grapes, $9 a week is to be 
paid, or twenty centy an hour for 
extra good pickers. For hocing the 
wage is to be fifteen cents an hour. 

Girls who were employed in this 
sort of work last year gave excellent 
satisfaction. They were not, as nr 
rule, as fast as professional pickers, 
but they did the work more thor 
‘oughly and could be trusted to keer 
heir own count.

Salt, butter, eggs, sugar, 
atc., have been often unobtainable. 
The milk supply of Vienna has drop- 
ped from 900,000 to 170,000 litres 
per day, Horseflesh .has become a 
regular article of consumption for 
the middle classes. Then output of 
heer is only six per cent. of the pre- 
war period. Fodder is hard-to pro-| 
cure, and there have been dangerous 
reductions of Ilvc stock in conse- 
quence, : 

“As the Neue Frele Presse admit- 
ted last November, Vienna bas been 
living from hand-to-mouth for almost 
two years, and this applies to other 
urban districts, Numerous diseases 
due to bad food or starvation are in- 
creasingly prevalent., Tho rise of 
mortality is only less alarming thar 
the falling birth rate.: Reduced ca- 
pacity for work caused by underfeed- | 
ing ig openly admitted.

India's Coal Supply. 

The war has forced India to de- 
pend upon ber own supply of coal 
and has drawn attention anew to her 
large deposits, For the last ten years, 
one is told in the Geographical Re- 
view, India’s output has been grad- 
wally increasing as a consequence of 
the extension-of raflroads and the 
development of industries, In 1915 ; 
the production increased to more: 
than double the amount produced in 
1905, India now not only supplies 
her own needs, but exports to Ceylon 
and the Strait Settlements, 

cre: coal deposijs are scattered 
well over the east-central part of the 
country. The reserve field In Assam 
is calculated at seven billion tons, 
All these are Mesozoic and Tertiary 
beds, The deposits of Bengal and of 
the newly-created Province of Bibar 
and Orissa furnish over 90 per cent. 
of the present actual output. Two 
single fields, those of Raniganj and 
Iberria, contain a reserve of 22,000,- 
$00,000 and 518,000,000 tons, re- 
spectively. In Central India and the 
Central Provinces few mines are ac- 
tually in operation, but large quanti- 
tues of good coal have been recognis- 
ed, while in the Godivara basin, ex- 
tending from’ near the coast along 
the Godivari river, important re- 
serves gre believed to be probable, 
Up to the present time the labor sup- 
ply for the mines has. been derived 
largely from the agricultural popu- 
lation, But gradually a permanent 
talning population is developing.

The Arabian Campaign 


(By Major C. J. C. Street, R.G.A.,; 

Author of “With the Guns) 

The operations of the Arabs un- 
der tho command of the King of the 
Hedjaz form one of. the most inter- 
esting of the minor campaigns of 
the war, and are of greater strat- 
egic importance than {a evident at 
first sight. 

Tho theatres of war in Palestine 
and in Mesopotamia, and especially 
their lines of communication—from 
Egypt in the former case, and from 
the Persian Gulf in the latter— are 
separated by Arabia, the home of 
countices Arab tribes. Over Arabia 
the Turks claim suzerainty, which 
varies from the definite occupation 
of such places as Merina, to some- 
what shadowy claims over the cen- 
tre.. But the land communications 
between Turkey and Arabia have al- 
Ways been extremely primitive ~n- 
sisting mainly of caravan routes 
across the desert; and to improve 
these communications, the Hedjar! 
and Baghdad railways have been 
constructed. 

Consequently, when the Arabs of 
the Hedjaz revolted against the 
Turks, their main objective was to 
cut the Hedjaz Railway and so pre- 
vent the reinforcement of the Turk- 
ish detachments in and about Me- 
dina, The railway appears to have 
been held by a succession of Turk- 
ish posts from Deraa to Medina, of* 
which the most important were 


1 


Maan and El Kerak, which latter 
place, although not upon the rail- 
way itself, is a convenient centre 
for protective posts, 

Besides’ the importance of the 


inforcing the Turks in the HedjJaz, 
it has a ‘direct bearing upon the 
British operations {In Palestine: The 
main British communications, as 
pointed out by General Allenby in 
his recent desvatch. consist of the 
railway from Kantara to Rafa. 

This system 4s protected from at- 
tack from tho westward by tLe sea, 
upon which the British have un- 
questioned supremacy, but it has 
np natural defence against attack 
from the castward. The Hedfaz 
Rallway tuns within a hundred 
miles of many points on the Brit'sh 
railways, and undisputed » possession 
of the former would undoubtedly 
afford the Turks tho opportunity 
for raids, or even more determined 
operations, against the British com- 
munications. 

The exploits of the Arab forces 
have therefore a double signifi- 
cance, and one that should not be 
under-rated.- They have carried on 
@ most successful guerrilla werforg

‘must be found. It serves no purpose to con- 
tinually urge the farmer, and repeat “produce 
more food—produce more food.” The farmen 
did produce more food last year—and he will 
produce more food this year—all that he possibly 
can. He is already working to his limit, and that 
means for many more hours per day than , the 
city man works. The farmer says: “I'm willing 
to put more land under cultivation, if you will send me 
the labour to do it. And I’m willing to pay the labour 
good wages, but without labour I cannot do more 
* than I am doing.” 


Now, farm work is a man’s work. 
Any willing, intelligent man can be of gfeat help 
on a farm-; and besides, there are many men work- 
ing in offices, stores, warehouses and factories, 
in towns and cities, who because of their early 
training upon farms could readily go back to farm 
labour and become useful workers in a short time. 
And remember, the financial obstacle should not 
be magnified, because the wages plus the. board, 
which a farm labourer gets to-day equals, and 
often exceeds, the wages paid to office, store, factory, 
warehouse, and other general classes of Jabonr. 


“But,” says the factory, store and warehouse em- 
ployer, “I can’t t spare men. My staff is already perce 
to a minimum.” 


To these employers we say, replace some.. 
of your men by women workers. OFFER 
WOMEN EQUAL PAY FOR EQUAL WORK, and 
in many cases the women will do the work as 
well as some of the men you are now employing. 


When the munition manufacturers in Canada, United 
States, Great Britain and France were told “You must 
get women, and make munition workers of them,” they 


~ 


“ were as loathe to try the experiment as other employers 


now are. But the Government said “The munitions 
must be produced and only women can be secured in 
sufficient numbers to produce them.” The experiment 
was tried and as a result many a manufacturer is carry- 
ing on certain operations in his plant with woman 
labour to-day more efficiently than he had done with 
men, ’ e 

In Great_Britain and France you don’t see able- 
bodied men behind store counters, wrapping up neck- 
ties, fitting shoes, measuring off calico, dispensing soda 
water, wrapping up flowers and serving trinkets in 
jewelry stores. 

Neither are able-bodied men shining shoes for 
other men. Neither are they waiting on table at lunch 
care or hotels. Nor do you see able-bodied male 

book-keepers, typists, tailors, street car conductors, 
* elevator operators, etc. In fact you don’t see able- 
bodied men doing any job that a woman can do with- 
out sacrifice of true womanhood or health. - The old 
saying “Men must work, and women must weep” has 
gone into the discard. It now is, “Men are fighting, so 
women must work.” ; 


CANADA I$ AT WAR, and the sooner 
all our people wake up to the fact the 
better it will be for them and for 
Canada. 

If some easy-going men object to being shifted out 
of their comfortable jobs, when actual national needs 
must be met, it is high time they should be made to 
feel that great issues cannot be settled without incon- 
venience to many.

Hysteria of the Arctic. 


In a paper dealing with the Uni- 
versity of Oxford expedition to SsI- 
beria, of which he was a member, 
H. U. Hall, of the University of 
Pennsylvanis, refers to the striking 
psychological effects of long daylignt 
and long darkness in high latitudes. 

As to the former, apart from the 
tendency to shorten sleeping hours 
in order to make the greatest pos- 
sible use of the Jong day, there seems 
to be a kind of-stimulation of the 
nervous system, urging people to a 
feverish and  purposelesa activity. 
This is especially noticed in newcom- 
ers, but the natives are not exempt

difticult for those outside of Russia 
to understand: Tho letter, after:re- 
ferring to matters of personal inter-

Last Wednesday night I heard’ an 
awfully: fine lecture atthe y" hut 
given. by a Mr. Clare «(Sky Pilot), 
who for four and’a half’ years was 
in’ charge of the British and Ameri- 
can: church in Petrograd, and © de- 
parted that city for! Blighty onlya 
foy-weeks ago. The subject of his. 
lecture was “The Riddle of the Rus- 
sian Revolution” and he certainly 
was fine. If I attempted to report 
on his lecture with any success I 
would run out of writing material 
long before 1 had finished. One 
thing, I leatned more about Russia 
during that two hours than I have 
done by reading the papera sinco the 
beginning of the war. Russia cer- 
tainly 1s in a terrible condition, in 
fact so bad was the food question at 
Petrograd that Mr. Claire and © his 
family bad to leave the city and re- 
turn to England. Although it is 
Yery cold in Petrograd, tho tem- 
perature often being fifty below, 
coal was very scarce and whon pro- 
curable, cost ten pounds or more per 
ton. Bread which cost four to five 
shillings a loaf was very scarce, the 
sovernment ration being eight 
ounces a day per person, but Mr. | 
Claire said that more often that 
Amount had to last one from three 
days to a week. Butter cost only 
twelve to fifteen shillings the pound 
and although I forget what he said 
milk cost, it was equally as ex- 
horbitant and — could only be ob- 
talned for young children, Owlng to 
the disorgaization of labor and 
scarcity of material, all clothing 
was an awful price. An ordinary 
suit of men’s clothes cost only fifty 
pounds.
